Absence Of Danger Signal At Collapsed Canal 


Bridge Blamed For Crash Of William Voor- 
hees' Car From Wills Creek—Voorhees And 
Wife Both Hurt And Young Son Bruised— 
Were On Pleasure Trip To Dennison 


Stephen Clark, aged 62, 844 Kenilworth-av, died Satur- 


day morning at 11:30 o'clock from a broken back sus- 
tained an hour before when the automobile in which he 
was riding plunged over a 12-foot bridge abutment just 
east of Newcomerstown on the road to Dennison. 


William Voorhees, of Wills Creek, owner and driver of 


the machine sustained a bad gash over the right'ear and a 
severely bruised left shoulder. Mrs. William Voorhees 
was badly bruised between the right ankle and knee, and 
the 10-year-old son, Edgar Voorhees, sustained minor 
scratches and bruises. 


The car turned turtle and pinned Mr. Voorhees, who 


was driving, beneath it. Mrs. Voorhees and the son, Ed- 
gar were penned under the back seat but were able to ex- 
tricate themselves. ^Mr. Clark was thrown from his seat 
on the right of the driver and landed two feet from the ma- 
chine on the left side. He gasped, "My back is broken" 
and lapsed into unconsciousness from which he did not 
rally.

ble to produce cancer of the tongue 
and. stomach at will—in rats, at any 
rate. This is the claim made by Pro- 
fessor Fibiger in the "Reports of the 
Society of Biology-." 


The importance ot this discovery is 


that the study of the origin of cancer 
can now be carried on from a new 
standpoint. When we know more of 
the nature of the poisons which have 
produced the cancerous conditions in. 
rats, both of the cysticercus sarcoma 
and epitheliomatous types, it is be- 
lieved that we shall corne nearer to 
the solution of the 
darkest of 
all 


medical problems. 


Something like 217 rats wqre used 


in the experiments. 
They were fed 


on cockroaches known to be infected 
with the worm lo induce cancer. Of 
132 rals which survived for eighty-nine 
days or more sixty-four were found 
to have inflammation of the tongue and 
two a definite form of cancer. 
Of 


eighty-five rats which died in from 
ninety to 180 days after infection only 
four had inflammation of tho tongue 
and three Fad cancer.

•UDGE GEORGE W. ANDERSON has rendered an opinion in the eommmv 


_ ist deportation cases which will stand out as one of the permanent laud- 
marks in the histor}' of human freedom. Temperate In its language. erHieal 
in its weighing of evidence, impersonal in its approach, Judge Anderson's opin- 
ion is nevertheless in its maishaling of indisputable fatts the most deadly, in- 
dictment which could be brot against the methods and policies of Attorney 
General A. Mitchell Palmer. 
It is more than that. Judge Andei>on has MM 


down principles of jurisprudence and administration which, if they an-^ac- 
cepted by American courts and executives, will establish civil and political 
rights in America upon a permanent and solid foundation. 
/ 


Judge Anderson's approach to the eahos, as revealed by the opinion he 


has rendered. Is scrupulously juiiic ial. It was not his function to tr> over '•'< 
the cases of the twenty aliens who are seeking their freedom under the time 
honored writ of habeas corpus- The d u t y of trying them, under the statutes. 
falls on the Department of Labor. Judge Anderson's duty was to try the'tnors 
-to see whether in .their treatment of the iiliens those fundamental notions 
of fairness and decency which we term due process of law had been ohsened. 


His conclusion is that these notions of fairness and decency were not ob- 


served—that clue process of law was flagrantly, repeatedly, and shamefully 
violated, and that for this denial of due process the twenty aliens \\ere en- 
titled to their release. He does not severely Hamn the Department of Labor, 
altho it is apparent from his opinion that some officials :il le.tst of that Do- 


they wore citizens, or for lack of evidence. The remainder, about 440 in num- 
ber, were takou to Deer Island. Even at this lime for over 100 of these prison- 
era no'wai rants had been issued by tbo Department of Labor. 
The searches, 


and the seizure of papers and other private belongings, were invariably con- 
ducted without the search warrants required under tho Constitution. 


Individual outrages were naturally frequent. 
A woman, with her thirteen 


year old daughter, was arrested, taken in a police wagon to the police station, 
and put in a cell. 
At midnight her daughter was turned out, by the officials, 


to lind her way alone to her home in a remote part of the city. Another wo- 
man was arrested at her homo, while in bed, at six o'clock m* the morning, 
forced to dress in her closet while the men waited in her room, taken to the 
police station, and there finally released when it was found that she was an 
American citizen. 
In Nashua five women were kept in a cell from Friday 


night to Saturday afternoon, without even ;i rnat.re.ss to lie upon. 


On their way to Deer Island, "pains were taken to give spectacular pub- 


licity to the raid," and the arrested aliens, "ill most instances perfectly quiet 
and "harmless working People." were marched, two by two, In handcuffs, thru 
the .streets of Boston, while batterios of newspaper photographers were per- 
mitted and apparently encouraged to take their pictures. At Deer Island the 
aliens were held incommunicado for days, in cold, unsanitary, inadequate 
quartern. 
One alieu committed Miicidc- by dashing out his brains on the pave- 


ment below before the eyes of his fellow prisoners. Another went insane. 
Several others were driven "nearly, if not quite, to the verge of insanity." A 
regulation of the Department of Labor, of long standing, requiring aliens ar- 
rested for deportation to be at once apprised of their right to counsel, was 
amended two days before the raid so that the right to representation by coun- 
sel was denied until after the government agenlt, had conducted a complete, 
and to them satisfactory, examination of the alien. 


Yet so Ilimf-y was the government's c;tso against these aliens and so un- 


reliable the information upon which the Department of Justice acted, that 
even of the 4-10 who were taken to Deer Island --themselves sifted and win- 
nowed out of more than twirq that number of nrrests- more vthan half were 
in the course of time released on tho ground thai Uioie w;ij no evidence 
against them.

the 
local feed stores to «'H some , 


cracked corn for the hens. There was 
none. I asked for o.itB. There were 
no oats. 
I could get a commercial 


scratch feed at about J1.20 more per 
100 pounds than ^he cost ot oats and 
cracked corn. 
1 could not buy oats 


and corn because a group of men es- 
sential to the business of transporta- 
tion are not working. The same con- 
ditions apply to men in tlie dairy In- 
dustry. 
There is plenty of corn in 


the corn-growing sections. Those sec- 
tions need the market and this sec- 
tion needs the grain. 
The inability 


to get the products from which eggs, 
meat and milk are made means not 
only a higher cost of production, but 
a lessened production, arid either of 
these mean a higher cost of living. 
This means more cost to the con- 
sumer—to the people who are in the 
group which Is not working. 


Farmers in Ohio need lime in order 


to grow clover. 
.N'o lime, no clover. 


N'o clover, less milk, less pork, less 
beef. 
Lime and fertilizer are essen- 


tial to profitable 
production. These 


must be applied in season, not at any 
old time. 
That group of men who 


chose to tie up transportation and 
distribution while they settle some 
personal differences, need not com- 
plain that ham and ep^s. heef and 
milk, cost twice as much a year hence 
as at present. 


Strikers and others are fed on the 


surplus which the 
farmer produces 


over and above his own needs. If just 
enough is raised to feed the farming 
people, the strikers and others may 
have to fjo hungry. 


Traffic Meddlers Warned. 


TCleven million acres of land will 


produce .some wheat, hut not in 19"'.'. 
This acreage was not sown to wheat 
in 1!>1!) as compared with a year ago; 
S per cent lor.s pigs born t h i s year 
Hum last; 8 per cent less beef in 
prospect; 88 men on Ohio farms this 
year as compared with 100 last year. 
Meddlers with transportation should 
t i ' U e heed of these facts. 


A dairyman said to me recently: 


"If the milk train stops, I'll have to 
truck my milk in. 
While 1 am doing 


that I can not produce." This would 
mean that the crops essential to main- 
tain his dairy can not tin planted and 
grown, and h« would be forced to pro- 
duce a fourth to half as much a year 
from now. 
This is not because he 


vvnnt'H to produce less, but because 
conditions over which he has no con- 
trol prevent him from doing more. If 
the farmer producer, a aurjilus above 
his own necfas lie must have a market 
for it. 
Any disturbance which adds 


to the cost of transportation or dis- 
tribution adds to the cost of living. 


Sixty-four and two-tenths per cent 


of the farm labor needed for normal 
production is available. This because 
the farmer can riot, at present prices 
which he receives for his products, 
eornpete with 
other 
industries 
for 


labor. 
l>emand for labor is (i.fi per 


Mint above normal. 
This shows that 


the farmer is willing to produce, but. 
is limited by the man power, which 
can not -be paid at present industrial 
wage scales and at. the same time re- 
turn interest ou capital invested and 
a wage to the farmer commensurate 
with the risks.

Association, found n man who berated 
the farmer for loafing on the job. This 
man told the solicitor that he had 
grown hundreds of bushels; of pota- 
toes, sold them at 2So per bushel and 
made money doing it. The solicitor 
informed him that, he had the chance 
to do it. again, and that if ho did he 
would bo. a very popular man among 
[•-otato consumers. 


ICvery man not on the farm who 


doo.s not. stick to his job in the pro- 
duction of transportation, who does 
not help to get potato planters where 
they are needed, who does not help 
to get lime and fertilizer where they 
are ne,ecled. is helping to increase the 
cost of his next year's mashed pota- 
toes.
